48 Injured 
In Grenade 
Attack in 
Center of 
Jerusalem

JERUS.ALEM — With gunfire 
and grenades, three .Arab guerrillas 
attacked uppers in tbe heart of 
Jerwialem Monday, injuring 4S 
persons near tbe central intersec- 
tion on the Jewish side of the c:i\. 

Israeli storekeepers and pedoiri- 
ans pulled pistols, chased one of 
the guerrillas and fatally wounded 
himrThe two others were capiured. 
the police said. 

The attack was said to be the 
most brazen in Jerusalem in memo- 
0'. Bombs have been planted in the 
diy, but Jerusalem has remained 
immune from the guerrilla assaults 
that have taken place in other pans 
of Israel and the West Bank. 

"This is different from any other 
inddenL” said Rahamim Comfort 
the Jerusalem district police chief. 

fTwo groups, the Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Pales- 
tine and the .Ahu Nidal faction, 
both radical splinter groups of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, 
claimed respimsibilitj,' for the at- 
tack, according to United Press In- 
temationai. .Abu Nidal, held re- 
sponsible for a series of attacks on 
moderate Palestinian leaders, 
called the Israeli radio to claim 
responsibility. 

[The Democratic Front state- 
ment was reported by tbe Kuwaiti 
news agency from Damascus. It 
claimed the attackers had stormed 
Israel's Tourism Ministry and tak- 
en hostages there, demanding the 
release of Palestinian guerrillas 
held in Israeli prisons. The Tourism 
Ministry building is near the site of 
the attack, but was not involved in 
it. No hostages were reported token 
al any point] 

The incident began shortly be- 
fore 10 AM. Tbe weather, warm 
and sunny, had brought hundreds 
of people into King George Street 
to stroll and shop. The sidewalks 
were thick with crowds. 

The three men had come from 
Lebanon, according to a police 
spokesma'9. Interior Mmisier Vi- 
' s« Burg, who Tiki re^ed that 
tbev had crossed the Israeli border 
with false papers and had picked 
up their weapons in an Arab vil- 
I^. said later that they may also 
have come from elsewhere. He s^- 
gested that the policy of allowing 
Lebanese to cross ioio Israel might 
have to be reassessed.

BEIJING — China and Western 
Europe need nuclear arms if a new 
world war set off by riv:U]y be- 
tween me United States and me 
Soviet Union is to be avoided, a top 
Chinese orhcial said Monday. The 
statement was one of Bdjing’s 
strong^ assertions of its rale as an 
independent nuclear power. 

“If a lion is goi^ to attack you, 
you've got to be in a position to 
frightea it away.'* Peng Zhen, 
chainnan of China's National Peo- 
ple's Congre^ me countrv's I^s- 
laiure, told visilors from the Euro- 
pean Parliament. 

.Although China denounces me 
superpowers' arms race as threat- 
ening world P^ce. Mr. Peng indi- 
cated mat Beijing also saw nuclear 
weapons for itself and Western Eu- 
rope as an essential deterrent to 
world war. 

The delegation leader. Marie- 
Jacqueline Desouches. told report- 
ers: “When mey said they hoped 
for a suong Europe inclwhng a 
Europe that is militarily strong, 
and said mey thought a nuclear 
deterrent force was necessary for 
rnemselves because it ensures war 
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as being equally rqipUcal 
rope." 

Mn. Desouches, a Fieocfa So- 
cialist. said that Mr. Peng, a mem- 
ber of the Politburo, told the dele- 
gatioa that, in China's view, “a 
nuclear war was impossible be- 
cause it would automatically imply 
me destruction of the whole world. 
As he saw it, nudear weapons md 
have this deterrent force to avoid 
world war.” 

Although Mr. Peng did not spe- 
ciTically mention Peishing-2 and 
enuse missiles deployed in Western 
Eurc^ by the Norm AiianiicTrea- 
ly Organization, delegation mem- 
bers concluded he was speaking 
about current developments as weU 
as the nuclear forces Britain and 
France have lo^ had. 

China's position on me issue has 
been increasingly ambiguous. Last 
autumn, Deng Xiaopii^ China's 
paramount leader, implied that he 
thought me NATO missile deploy- 
ments were an inevitable res^nse 
to the Soviet Union’s SS-20 inter- 
mediate-range missiles in the Euro- 
pean meater. 

But Beijing later criticized the 
NATO moves and blamed Moscow 
and Washington almost equally for 
the bretiedown of me ne^tiations 
on both intermediate and strategic 
nudear weapons. 

Chinese i^dals like Mr. Pftog 
are increasingly staking out Beu- 
iog’s positions as alternatives to 
th^ of the United States and the 
Soviet Union and bidding for sup- 
port.

W — Few tourists get into this 
mountainous crease in northwest- 
ern Viigmia, and those who do 
are usually losL A late sn^all 
lends the scene the intensity of a 
black-and-white photograph: 
slush and mud, the clutter of a 
farm before spring thaw, sheep 
standing motionless in the cold. 

A man walks slowly along the 
fence line, hauling bay bales on a 
can. He has a big face and a 
luxuriant red musu^: his soiled 
parka is torn in half a dozen 
places. A black-and-w’Ute border 
collie watches as he unloads the 
hay, and the young ewes eboie 
forward on stiff I^. 

The dog cFouimes, as if to 
spring. The man says softly, 
"That'll Rp." 

Pip weighs 40 pounds (1 8 kilo- 
grams). \^te paws and white 
chest give him a certain canine 
formality: he clearly hangs on the 
man's words, yet seems closer to 
the wilderness than the plots of 
human entoprise in the valley. 
Try to throw a stick for him, and 
he'll tear it from your hand. 

Pip is years old, young for a 
working border collie; by the end 
of the year he could earn his mas- 
ter half a million dollars. 

The mfliy Donald McCaig. is 
43, about prime for a working 
novelist. His new book, “Nop's 
Trials," about a bwder coUie and 
a sheep fanner, could make him 
famous tUs month if the prepub- 
lication renews and the pubUcity 
people are right It could be one 
of the most dramatic reversals of 


fortune in recent publishing histo- 
ry, making McCaig the richest 


subsistence farmer in Highland 
County. 

In “Nop’s Trials," the border 
collie is stolen, and a taciturn 
owner spends the rest of the book 
trying to rind him. McCaig's 
agent speaks of the book's pros- 
pects in cadences that every uTiier 
dreams of hearing: “The movie 
option sold for a substantial five- 
r^re optioo against a substantial 
six-ngure purchase price. The re- 
print [paperback] auction will 
Stan with a substantial rix-figure 
floor . . 


“I don't know what Fm going 
to do wilh the money.” McCaig 
said. “Put it in the bank, 1 guess. 
The sum total of the movie sale 
was that Anne and I couldn't 
sleep the night wr found out 
about iL and I forgot to milk tl» 
cow. Money’s fine, but I didn’t 
led very good about loyself, for- 
getting the cow." 

Tlie Firsi thing they bought was 
a bed, after sleeping on a maiiiess 
on the floor for 10 years. Tl^‘ 
took a charter flight to the Carit^ 
bean for a week, paying a nd^- 
bor to look after the sfai^. 
had the tractor and the pickup 
ovoltaulei 

A dozen years ago, McCaig 
Uved in a fifth floor Manhattan 
walk-up. He decided to become a 
writer, turned down a job as oe- 
aiive director for an advertising 
agency and left town with the 
woman who is now his wife. Anne 
McCaig has slate-cdored eyes, 
and a slight scar on her nose Itfi 
by a knife slip when she was 
scraping sheep's feet She wears a 
farmer's coveralls. 

“We knew." she said, “that we 
didn't want to go to Maine. A lot 
of oar rriends bad gpne up dm. 
By February they were aU sleqp- 
ing together and drinking 
medicioe." 

McCaig outfitted a secondhand 
pickup truck with a canvas cover 
called “the Gazebo" He and 
Anne wandered throu^ the ADe- 
ghenies, looking to seide in a 
place with access to wilderness, 
and good water. They knew noth- 
ing about sheep, border collies or 
the South. In WilliarnsviUe — “a 
^t on the road between the 
'Stop' and ‘Resume Speed* signs" 
— in one of the poorest, most 
beautiful counties in the United 
States, they found it 

The house, a log cabin with a 
frame addition, had no plumbing, 
no heat and no fences. The sw-;^ 
backed barn leaned into the hilL 
They bought it and moved in with 
two male friends from New York. 

After thdr first winter, they 
knew th^ weren't suited forosm- 
munal life. 

“One of our friends was alw^ 
consulting the ‘I Ching.*" says 
Anne M^aig. “We'd find little 
piles of coins around the house."

The 
flock grew, and McCaig had to 
learn u> put up a fence. .Anne 
irimmed the sh^'s hooves, and 
f«i them. The thiro lambing sea- 
son was a disaster — about haU 
the lambs lived. 


“1 wanted to sell them alL" 
McCaig recalled. 

Anne told him, “FU take over." 

Now sbe is well regard^ in the 
business as .A. A. Ni^aig. raiser 
of purebred Rarobouillets. 

Meanwhile, McCaig was be- 
coming a WTiter. His first noveL 
“Caleb, Who’s Hotter Than a 
Two-DoUar Pistol." sold a few 
thousand o^'es. He told a neigh- 
bor, “Last year we made about as 
much money writing as we lost m 
the sheep," and the neighbor said. 
‘T had Lte same kind of year, but I 
didn't do DO writing." A year ago. 
tltfy had to borrow from a neit- 
her to pay their taxes.
